Brazil Spurs 
Mo v e To Bar 
Cafe Return 


Co ngress Sets State 
Of Seige To Blo ck 
Any Actio n By fo u rt 


RIO DE JANEIRO 
— Con­ 
gress mov ed today toward a state 
of siege declaration to block any 
Supreme Court action reinstating 
Joao Cafe Filho as president of 
Brazil. 
There was ev ery indication both 
houses would approv e quickly the 
decree requested by Prov isional 
President Nereum Ramos. 
The Senate and Chamber of Dep­ 
uties, by sizeable majorities, Tues­ 
day rejected Cafe’s bid to resume 
the presidency from which he took 
a leav e of absence Nov . 8 after a 
slight heart attack. 
After Congress barred Cafes 
return to power, his attorneys pe­ 
titioned the Supreme Court for an 
injunction to restore him to office. 
Ramos promptly countered with 
his message asking the lawmakers 
to decree a stage of siege. 
This would nullify in adv ance 
any niUng by the court supporting 
Cafe’s claim. A state of seige frees 
the President, Cabinet ai^ Con­ 
gress from complying with any 
writ of habeas corpus or injunc­ 
tions the courts may issue. 
Cafe, his “disability” from office 
extended until Congress takes fur­ 
ther action, remained under v irtual 
house arrest with police and troops 
surrounding his home and lus 
phone cut off. A special guard also 
shielded Ramos in the presiden­ 
tial palace.

The determined fight against Ca­ 
fe’s return to office — waged by 
the congressional majority and

Gem 
Henrique Teixeira Lott — stemnaed 
from their suspicions Cafe is 
ting with opponents of President­ 
elect JusceUno Kubitschek.

furniture 
manufacturing 
firm.

Secretary of Commerce Weeks 
said last month that Teetor, for­ 
mer head of Perfect Circle Corp., 
piston ring manufacturers, intend­ 
ed to leav e gov ernment serv ice on 
Nov . 30. 
There was no explanation why 
Teetor, a target of attack by the 
CIO for more than a year, f« - 
ligned earUer than the date men­ 
tioned by Weeks. 
Perfect Circle’s New 
Castle, 
Ind., foundry is currently Inv olv ed 
in a strike marked by acts of 
v iolence. 
MueUer wiU serv e under a re­ 
cess appointment until the Senate 
acts on his confirmation after 
Congress conv enes in January. 
MueUer is a member of the Mi­ 
chigan SUte Board of Agricul­ 
ture. The board’s sole function is 
to gov ern Michigan State Univ er­ 
sity.

White House thought there would 
not be any conflict of interest be­ 
tween MueUer’s positions on the 
board and in the Commerce De­ 
partment. 
Under a special executiv e order 
signed by Eisenhower.

MueUer also apparently plans 
to continue his business interests. 
His son said the firm docs no 
business with the gov ernment. 
Teetor, 58, has serv ed in the 
Commerce Department since Octo­ 
ber 1953. He resigned at that time 
as board chairman of Perfect 
Circle but continued as a board 
member. 
He has denied a CIO accusaticm 
that he prev ailed on Gov . George 
Craig of Indiana to send state 
poUce to toe plants affected by the 
Perfect Orcle strike.

Arnold W. Dev on’s v i c t o r y 
in toe Nov . 8 mayoralty race, con­ 
firmed in a recount Monday, was 
made official today when toe Coun­ 
ty Election Board mailed him a 
certificate of election.

BOSTON UPk-A tired but happy 
group of 37 men who were strand­ 
ed by storms on a man-made is­ 
land for fiv e days, arriv ed in Bos­ 
ton today after a daring tugboat 
skipper rescued them in heav y 
seas and a strong wind. 
With the 37 who were marooned 
since last Thursday on toe Texas 
tower 110 miles off Cape Cod are 
15 workers who will be on 'Thanks­ 
giv ing leav es or whose Jobs are 
completed on the tower. 
The nerv y seamanship was on 
toe part of Capt. Patrick Carlough, 
an Aleutian Indian who skippers 
toe tug El Sol. 
He held toe 174-foot tug almost 
under a corner of toe great plat­ 
form of toe Texas tower for an 
hour and a half in toe face of 2 5 - 
to o t wav es, toe wrong tide and 
strong winds. 
“I had to take the tide on the 
wrong side, toe port bow. The right 
tides to approach toe triangular 
tower came after dark,” toe cap­ 
tain said. 
He had only two hours of day­ 
light left in which to complete toe 
transfer^ of men from the tower 
to toe tug in a huge basket swung 
by a crane. 
In groups of four to sev en, toe 
men climbed in a 10-foot basket 
and were lowered by toe crane to 
to toe deck of toe tug. Sev eral bas­ 
ketloads tipped ov er on the tug’s 
deck, but the men scrambled out 
unhurt. 
The 37 v isitors, including Nav y 
brass, went to the tower on an in­ 
spection trip last Thursday and 
were to remain only a few hours. 
Storms kicked up, howev er, and 
stranded them there while toe tug 
El Sol sought more sheltered wa- 
ter.The Texas tower — so named be­ 
cause it resembles an oil-drilling 
rig — is toe first of a chain of 
radar stations to be set out along 
the coast.

Tile Senate and Chamber of Dep­ 
uties, by sizeable majorities, Tues­ 
day rejected Cafe’s bid to resume 
the presidency from which he took 
a leave of absence Nov. 8 after a 
slight heart attack. 
After Congress barred Cafe’s 
return to power, his attorneys pe­ 
titioned the Supreme Court for an 
injunction to restore him to office. 
Ramos promptly countered with 
his message asking the lawmakers 
to decree a stage of siege. 
This would nullify in advance 
•ny ruling by the court supporting 
Cafe’s claim. A state of seige frees 
the President, Cabinet and Con­ 
gress from complying with any 
writ of habeas corpus or injunc­ 
tions the courts may issue.

U.N. Opens

Any Real Results 
Seen Unlikely Due To 
Failures At Geneva 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (AI — 
The U. N. Disarmament Commis­ 
sion launched new talks today on 
the stalemated question of arms 
reductions and preventing a nu­ 
clear war. 
Few d e l e g a t e s felt the new 
round would produce real results 
in view of the breakdown of the 
Big Four foreign ministers’ Gene­ 
va meeting. 
Diplomats were curious whether 
Soviet delegate Arkady Sobolev, 
who presides over the 12 - nation 
commission this month, w o u l d 
echo the sentiments of Russian 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
at Geneva. Molotov gave

Western ministers no encourage­ 
ment their tentative program for 
a fresh approach to global dis­ 
armament would ever get a n y ­ 
where. 
Veteran observers predicted the 
commission would run through the 
annual report of its five - nation 
sub-committee, then dump t h e 
whole controversial question into 
the lap of the General Assembly. 
About the only common view the 
Western Big Three and Russia 
held was the general feeling that 
armaments should be reduced and 
the danger of atomic war elimina­ 
ted.

His next stop was Tok y o, which 
he described as the third largest 
city in the world with a population 
of over 8 million.

John Jones, Publicity 
Official For Weirton 
Steel, Speaks To Club 


“The Changing Face of the Ori­ 
ent” was the subject by John A. 
Jones, publicity director for t h e ) 
Weirton Steel Co., in an address to 
some 70 m em bers and guests at 
the Rotary D ub luncheon Tuesday 
in trie Travelers Hotel. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jones made a 21,- 
000 mile trip to the Ofient last sum­ 
m er that took 42 days. 
He called the Philippines ” t h e 
brightest spot in the free world to­ 
day.” 
“To see a new nation of young 
people in the Philippine Islands ex­ 
cited about self-government was 
the highlight of my trip,” J o n e s 
said. 
He pointed out that since t h e 
Philippines was granted indepen­ 
dence in 1946, young people are 
attending universities. He cited ll 
schools in Manila alone with en­ 
rollm ent ranging from 11,000 to 22,- 
000. 
Jones said that in Alaska he m ar­ 
veled at the “ booming prices,” ex­ 
plaining that most of the foods and 
other goods are imported. H o w ­ 
ever, wages are also high. He m en­ 
tioned the strength of the m ilitary 
installations in Alaska. 
His next stop was Tokyo, which 
he described as the third largest 
city in the world with a population 
of over 8 million. 
In Japan, there were no lan­ 
guage barriers with American tour­ 
ists and the Japanese “ g e t t i n g 
along fine.” 
“The Japanese people seem to be 
happy and treat the Americans 
good,” he said 
Jones said only 5 per cent of the 
Japanese are Christians with a m a­ 
jority Buddhist. 
Going on to Form osa, he said he 
found a troubled country fearing 
war. 
Jones said women are t a k i n g 
their places in the Orient. 
His 
wife visited a num ber of Women’s 
Clubs in Form osa and found that 
they were m ainly responsible for 
the large num ber of Formosans 
attending 
universities 
in 
t h e 
United States. 
Stopping in Honk Kong, J o n e s 
said the British Colony was greatly 
overcrowded with some 2,500,000 
people. 
At Guam, they were taken on a 
tour of Naval installations by How­ 
ard Porter, form erly of Cincinnati 
and now the attorney general on 
the island. 
J o n e s recalled that his most 
“ emotional experience” was when 
he visited Pearl Harbor. 
He told of seeing the battleship 
Arizona — under 75 feet of w ater 
but “ its Bag still flying.” where it 
was sunk by the sneak Jap attack. 
Jones said he m ade the trip for 
Weirton Steel, visiting friends and 
custom ers.

Liquor Aloft 
Most of the major airlines of the country 
serve alcoholic beverages to their passengers 
on certain specified flights. 
The propriety of this practice has been the 
subject of a controversy that has been raging 
for more than five years, or since the first U.S. 
domestic airline inaugurated such service. 
Opponents are curious to know just whose 
interests are being served—the passengers’ or 
the airlines*. 
They point out that almost without excep­ 
tion when customers were polled for their senti* 
ment, they have been overwhelmingly against 
the practice. 
But the airlines have proceeded, nonetheless, 
to install bar service on their planes. 
What seems to have ignited the latest protest 
is the airlines’ refusal to adopt a compromise 
alcohol code, under which the serving of liquor 
would at least be brought under some control. 
Under a 15-point “ code of practice’* f o r 
liquor service suggested by Harold L. Pearson, 
president of the Air Transport Assn., minors or 
intoxicated persons would not be served, drunks 
would be ejected at the first possible stop, there 
would be no service before noon, after mid­ 
night or on flights of less than two hours, there 
would be no commission for stewards or stew­ 
ardesses and no attempts to solicit drinking. 
The safety factor seems to be the point at 
issue. Airline representatives feel they can do 
their own policing job and dispute the sug­ 
gestion that the safety of operation is diminished 
by the limited service they provide. 
Stewards, stewardesses and a number of 
pilots, on the other hand, have expressed con­ 
cern over the situation. 
Several congressmen also have projected 
ttiemselves into the controversy with a threat 
to press for a federal ban on liquor service 
aboard commercial airlines, unless the lines 
themselves take corrective steps. 
If tile issue reaches a showdown In Congress, 
the best the airlines can expect is a code of 
restrictions. Perhaps it would be well to set 
up their own, and win public acceptance for 
it, before control by law takes over. 


Government Press Agents Need Investigating 


Liquidation Unlimited 
The ax continues to fall in Russia. 
Latest on the liquidation list are five former 
security officials in the Soviet Georgian republic. 
They were accused of hgh treason and other 
crimes against the Soviet Union. 
There was no indication whether the five were 
in any way associated with the ill-fated Laventy 
P. Bena, Soviet security and police boss purged 
and executed in 1953. 
The link, if there was one, is not too import­ 
ant. 
What is important is that trouble is still brew­ 
ing behind the Iron Curtain. 
In Russia, it is not necessary to prove that 
these officials were guilty of treason. Reason­ 
able suspicion is sufficient. 
It is another indication, if any be needed, that 
the position of high Russian officals is uneasy 
at best. 
If they can’t cultivate a suspicious nature, 
they are dead ducks. 
Early in their training for high office, they 
must acquire a facility for looking over their 
shoulders. Their backs cannot be left exposed. 
So if the Soviet hierarchy seems jittery at 
times, excuse please. It takes a criminal to 
know a criminal. 


Pity The Typist 
Disturbing news is the announcement that the 
present typewriter keyboard, unchanged in 83 
years, may be subjected to a face-lifting. 
In the interest of speed and efficiency, the 
letters on the new experimental machine have 
been shifted to put those used most frequently— 
namely the vowels—closest to the fingers which 
normally do most of the work. 
Stenographers whose fingers were trained to 
punch keys as mechanically as one used to 
shift gears on an automobile will now have to 
be untrained for this flight into a strange new 
“world.”

After the 1954 election the Re­ 
publicans had enrolled 48 senators 
and the Democrats 48. But the 
Republicans also had 
the 
vice 
president’s vote, so the vote stood

When, after the election, one sena­ 
tor, who had been nominated in 
a Republican primary in 1950 and 
elected .that year as a Republican, 
switched his allegiance, this gave 
control to the Democrats last Jan­ 
uary by one vote.

Truman’s first term, the Repub­ 
licans won both houses of Con­ 
gress, but in 1948 Truman won 
and the Democrats recovered con­ 
trol of both houses of Congress. ; 
50 a victory for one party in mid­ 
term 
doesn’t 
necessarily 
fore­ 
shadow a triumph “by the same 
party 
in the 
next presidential 
election. 
Yet it is repeatedly said that, 
when the House changes over dur­ 
ing the middle of a presidential 
term, the party that won Congress 
“usually 
wins 
the 
next 
presi­ 
dential campaign. Not only was 
this proved wrong in 
1948 
but 
even 
the 
1910 
precedent 
is 
ambiguous. 
In 1910 the Democrats won the 
House, they failed in 1912 to poll 
the majority vote in the nation. 
Only the fact that there were two 
Republican nominees In the field 
to 
split t h e ticket gave the 
Democrats their control of Con­ 
gress. On a straight-party vote, 
the Republicans polled more than 
the Democrats. 


DISAFFECTION here and there 
among congressional districts has 
often led to an overturn in seats 
in local contests.

In a recent article in "Educa­ 
tion,” Dr. Emmett Albert Betts, 
director of the Betts Reading Clin­ 
ic, at Haverford, Pa., reproduced 
the following letter of a third 
grade girl to her teacher: 
"Deer Miss Le: Squanto and the 
Pilgrims was a onedirful buk. If 
ewe dew not mind, I wood lik too 
red another buk in the sam syrez." 


SHE SPELLED the words, ex­ 
cepting the title, which she may 
have copied, as they sounded to 
her. 
From Dr. Betts’ studies, it ap­ 
pears that a writer does not have 
a 50-50 chance of spelling correctly 
if he spells it the way it sounds. 
It is apparent that children need 
to be shown that m a n y of our 
words are not spelled phonetically. 
In a short while a parent or teach­ 
er could show them, as Betts points 
out, that the long i sound is heard 
in these words: 
(i)ce, 
b(uy), 
b(y), 
cr(ie)d, 
(ai)sle, d(ia)mond, (eye), g)uide 
and h(igh.) 
For the same purpose, the Sep­ 
tember issue of "Highlights f o r 
Children" presents these lists of 
rhyming words, spelled different­ 
ly: 
air, share, where, bear; sneeze, 
knees, seas, ease; brute, b o o t , 
fruit, route. 


THESE CHILDREN need special 
guidance in learning to spell words 
— at first easy, meaningful ones, 
gradually harder ones, by r o t e . 
They need practice spelling the 
non-phonetic words like high, fly. 
die, any and penny. They should 
look carefully at the word, nam­ 
ing the letters in it in order from 
left to right, often enough to learn 
by heart its correct spelling. 
This does not mean that famil­ 
iarity with the letters of the alpha­ 
bet, the simple basic sounds of 
them, the common combinations 
and the exercise in breaking up 
longer words into syllables won’t 
be useful to the child as he begins 
to spell.

'The witness, David Whitney Gar­ 
field Jr., of Canfield, Ohio, said he 
lived in the “underground” for 21 
months, using fictitious names to 
get jobs and keep ing to himself 
or associating 
only 
with a few 
trusted p arty w’orkers. 
Testifying at the trial of 11 al­ 
leged Ohio Communist p arty lead­ 
ers charged with p lotting to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the government, Garfield said the 
“underground” had $10.000 to $20.- 
000 in cached funds to carry on its 
Vork. 
He said Martin Chancey, one of 
the defendants, told him of the 
funds, but said he did not know 
where they were hidden. 
Garfield, 32, said the Commu­ 
nists who op ened their doors to 
him were known as “colonizers” 
and w’ere sent here from larger 
cities, such as New York. 
He said he was ordered to cease 
his organization activities in Can­ 
ton in 1950 and to go “under­ 
ground” here. FBI agents were on 
his trail at least twice, the witness 
said, finally forcing him to flee 
town. 
Garfield said he was on his way 
home from work in February, 1952, 
when two FBI agnents stop p ed him 
on the street, showed him their 
credentials and asked him several 
questions about the Communist 
p arty. 
“I told them I had nothing to 
say, but right then and there I 
decided to quit the p arty,” he said. 
“I went back to Youngstown and 
in March of 1953 I was exp elled 
from the p arty for desertion. I 
never went back.” 
He said he had done organization 
work for the Communists in the 
steel mills at Youngstown before 
his transfer to Canton.

Red Operations 
Are Described 


Cleveland Network 
Told By Witness 


CLEVELAND Le—Operations of 
an “underground** network run by 
Communists in Geveland as late 
as 1952 were described in Federal 
Court yesterday by a former Ohio 
Communist party leader. 
The witness, David Whitney Gar­ 
field Jr., of Canfield, Ohio, said he 
lived in the “ underground” for 21 
months, using fictitious names to 
get jobs and keeping to himself 
or associating only with a few 
trusted party workers. 
Testifying at the trial of l l al­ 
leged Ohio Communist party lead­ 
ers charged with plotting to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the government, Garfield said the 
“underground” had $10,000 to $20.- 
000 in cached funds to carry on its 
%,ork. 
He said Martin Chancey, one of 
the defendants, told him of the 
funds, but said he did not know 
where they were hidden. 
Garfield, 32, said the Commu­ 
nists who opened their doors to 
him were known as “colonizers” 
and were sent here from larger 
cities, such as New York. 
He said he was ordered to cease 
his organization activities in Can­ 
ton in 1950 and to go “under­ 
ground” here. FBI agents were on j 
his trail at least twice, the witness 
said, finally forcing him to flee 
town. 
Garfield said he was on his way 
home from work in February, 1952, 
when two FBI agnents stopped him 
on the street, showed him their 
credentials and asked him several 
questions 
about the Communist 
party. 
“I told them I had nothing to 
say, but right then and there I 
decided to quit the party,” he said. 
“I went back to Youngstown and 
in March of 1953 I was expelled 
from the party for desertion. I 
never went back.” 
He said he had done organization 
work for the Communists in the 
steel mills at Youngstown before 
his transfer to Canton.
